SIOUX OITY'S FAILURES.

Two More of the Boom Enterprises
Go Under.

Broux City, Ia., April 27.—Two more
of tha Hedges-Garretson enterprises
went to the wall yesterday, and the end
is pot yet. Although yesterday men
familinr with the affairs of the two mil-
lionaire operators tried to shut their
eyes to the actual nature and extent of
the collapse, they today are ready to
admit tbhey see no redemption for
any lostitution projected and fostered
by the lwo capitalists, unless it be thelr
railroad wventures, Two assignments
were made today, by the Bioux Oity
Dry Goods Company and the Bloux
City Dressed Beef and Canning Com-
pany. The dry goods company was
capitalized st $£500,000 and occupled six
floors in the Boston Iuvestment Com-
pany’s big bulldings, The assignment
was made to W, F, Thomas and for the
creditors in general. The liabilities are
are placed at $282,000 and the assets at
$371,170. About 5 o'clock the dressed
beef and cannlng company made a gen-
eral assigoment to Henry J. Taylor,
without preferences as to creditors, with
liabilitles at $215,67]1. Its nassets are
are placed at $27,716, exelusive of real
estate which Is not valued.

Boat Burned.
BeaTTLE, Wash,, April 27.—The
sternwheel jobbing steamer Fanny

Lake, owned by 8, T, Denny, Juwsbua
Green, Frank Zickman and Peter Falk,
of this city, was burned to the water's
edge in Bullivan's slough pear LaCon-
rer, early in the morning. A curgo of
hay had been taken aboard and prepar-
atlons were being made to leave with
the tide, when flames broke out amid-
ships, from some cause unknown,
The boat and cargo burved like tinder
and in an bour were a total loss. The
erew, several of whom were asleep be-
low, barely had time to escape with
their lives. The Fanny Lake was built
in 1875, and was burned several years
sgo in the Bkagit river and iit.
Her net tonnage was 118 and she was a
very profituble boat. Her value was
$5,000; Insurance $4,000.

7. PAUL, Aprll 27.—The farmers of
Minuesota and the Dakotas are pretty
nearly disoouraged over the outlook for
orops. Not an acre of grain Is sown In
North Dakotaor any polnt In Minneso
ta, north of B Oloud, and there s no
prospect of any belng sown in the pext
ten days, It began snowing Wednes-
day and ap nvernge of eighteen Inches
foll 1o twenty-four hours. Bince that
date It has’ rained almost continually,
and yesteraay moruing It again be-
gan snowiog, and fell steady all day,
all the way west from 8t. Paul to Diok-
foson, North Dakota. In Northern
Minnesota, sround’ Crookston, Fisher,
and muny other Red River poluts,
thousands of acres have been converted
to Iages by overflowing streams, and
all talk of putting In crops is out of the
questlon,

The Naval Parade.

NEw YoRK, April 27.—A heavy ralp
storm ushered in the day of the greal
naval parade and exercises were posi-
poned till 1 oJ'clock this afternoon,
Promptly at 1 o’clock President Cleve-
land and party Jeft the Victoria hotel,
droveto the dock, and embarked on
the steamer Dolphin abnd sleumed away
to review the squadron In spite of #till
unfavorable weather. The city which
waa gaily decked with bunting pre-
sents & SOITY appearance,

The quaintest part of the day's pro-
ceedingawas that the post of honor at
the head of the reviewed vessels was
occupled by Columbus caruvels. These
plgmy boats anchored opposite 83rd
street, formed practically the turniog
polut of the review.

The line of veneels reviewed was over
three miles in length, stretohing in two
columus from 23rd street to 95th,

‘| he president was escorted to the
Dolphin by the naval aides, accompan-
fed by Mrs, Cleveland and members of
the cabinet and their wives,

The duke of Veragua, the nation's

especially invited guest, a lineal
descendent of Columbus, followed
the Dolphin in the army boat

Gieneral Melggs, and membera of the
diplomatic corps occupled Lhe coast
survey steamer Blake,

About two o'clock the signal was
given for the start, and as soon as the
presideut stepped on board the Dolphin
she tripped anchor, fired one gun as s
sigoal. This was responded to by a
boom which seemed to shake the whole
city. The double turretted monitor
Miantonomsah, lying st Lhe rear
of the port column, fired obe
of her new ten Inch guns, charged
with pearly two huodred and fifty
pounds of powder, at onowe the whole
fleet called to quarters, wilh yards
manned. The scene was as preily as
well could be imagined. Asthe Dol-
phin's bow came in line with each man
of war, present arms was sounded on
the bugles, officors crew saluted,
bands struck up vatiooal alrs, soda
nstional salute of 21 guns was fired by
each ship. During the half houror
more while the presldential progreas
lasted esnnonading never ceased until
more than 1600 gune were fired.

Toward the close one terrific roar
with flashes of red flame and dense
sulpburous smoke was all the specia-
tors on shore could distinguish,

When the Dolphin reached the end
of the llue at 95th street she dropped
anochor,madelpreparations Lo recelve the
commanding ofMieeis of Lhe furelgo
squadrous, who were presented to the
president by thelr respective minlatern,
officers and attaches ln full ceremonisl
uniform.

This ceremony closed tho publle eer-
emonies of Lhe day,

THE OKLAHOMA OYOLONR

D#ails of Losses to Lives and Prop:
w‘

ORLANOMA, April 27.~The names
of the viotims of yesterday's oyolone as
far ne known are!  Hav. J. M., Corn,
Mr. and M Porry, Mr. and Mrs,
Banks, Miss Ella, Jerry and Frank
Banka, John B, O'Connor, wife and
two sona and thres daughters, and a
family named Johoson, conslsting of
five persons, .

The brunt of Lhe storm waa lald upon
the prosperous little town of Norman,
ou the Banta Fe raliroad twenly miles
south., At that polnt, thirty-one peo-
ple were killed, a dozen Injured and the
town ulmost completely destroyed. The
people ure terrorized and cannot glva
any estimate of the loss and know noth-
log except to care for the dead and in-
jured. Fuartheron, the towns of Downs
and Keokuk Falls were nearly devasta-
ted and wcores of people were Injured
fatally and otherwise,

Pusmsing along for eight miles, It
struck the town of Norman, where the
damage was repeated, and then ob to
Downe and Keokuk Falls through Pot-
tawatomie county, where thousands or
dollars worth of properly was demol-
lahed. The house of O'Connor, near
Moore, was destroyed and O'Connor
and his wife and three children and
fiye nelghbors, who sought shelter In
the buliding were crushed to death. A
frame house of John Banks waatorn to
pleces and he was killed, while others
of the family were badly injured, three
of the children and Mrs. Banks, fatally.
The home of Henry Dyer was de-
molished, West of Norman, eight
houses were demollshed and five peo-
ple were badly hurt. East of the strick-
on town two men and two women were
killed.

ATTEMPT T0 SHOOT GLADSTONE.

Midnight Assassin Who is Af-
terwards Arrested.

The English Premier Belleved
to Be In Great Danger by His
Friends Over the Water.

Loxpon, April 27,—The Pall Mall
Gazette contains a sensational article,
under big head linea declaring that an
attempt was made to shoot Gladstone
st midoight last night as he was walk-
ing through Bt. James' park, on his
way home, Qladstone saw notbhlog of
the occurrence. The man under arrest
is named Willlam Townsend, 88 years
old. The officer who arrested him saw
him mount the steps of Gladstone's
residence, shortly after Gladstone en-
tered, when a pollceman ordered him
to descend be fired at him and desper-
ately resisted arrest. Townsend saye
the discharge of the revolver was acei-
dental.

The prisoner's note book contained a
mass of ravings agsinst Irish home rule
and the suggestion that to murder
Gladstone would be justifiable, Not-
withstanding the siatements that
(i lndstone is in no danger of being shot
and that no importance Is attasched to
the affulr, there I8 a growlng susplcion
that Gladstone is nearer linminent dan-
ger than his frends will admit,
